Every plum
tree should be vlesely examined hefore
the leaves put out.

It i8 hetter to cut off o
tree next to the gronmd than to leave
a large knot =tanding to infect the
orchard. A thorough removal of all
knots will usually prevent any no-
teeable damage In fmet, we have

Much of the trouble with the cream
from farm separators is, according lo
A countributor In Stovk and
Home, the result of isconception on
the part of the dalrymien aod of will-

ful misrepresentas on the part of
the separator o or agent that
sold the separator. Whenever it s
statad that it s not pocessary to wash

the separator bowl every time it is

used, or that it is pessible to properly
wash it without taking it apart, the
persom making such statements i

either ignorant or a knave. In either
case he is mis-stating facts. Tt s true
that visible dirt may be washed off,
but the worst form of flth, the filthy
bacteria, remain and develop, ready to
contaminale the first cream that pasees
through it. Not even the agent that
may make such statements would be

willing to eat from dishes that had
been washed but once o day, If we
examine the argument, we Boon Eee

how false it s, For instance, I it is
possible 1o use the peparator twice
a day and wash it but once, why may
we not use it three times or {our times
without washing? Or If it be possible
to wash the machine without taking it
apart but once a day why take Jt
apart more thaen once In two days or
three or four, ad infinitum?

Why Feed the Balanced Ration.

Line upon line seems to e neces-
sary to impress cow owners that to
ingure any sort of success with cowe
it is necessary that they have a wel]
Lalanced ration. The Dally Produce
gets close to an explanation of this
matter in the following:

“By a balanced ration we

ration or feed which has in It
clements necessary to yield a  large
amount of good milk. In & good May
pr June pasture we have a balanced
ration of patre's making. That is one
redson why fresh cows always do their
st in May and June. It Is not the
only reason, for in these months the
iy does not trouble, and otherwise con-
litions are at their hest. Many farm-
ers fall down by not feeding n bal-
anced ration. They expect their cows
to work miracies, to make bricks with-
straw, to provide milk  without
having the proper raw materinl,  We
have abundant examples of cows being
pleked up by the experiment statlons,
notably In Kansas, jugt common coun-
try cows, that when brought the
ollege and properly fed prove to he
exveptionally profitable milkers, Thoy
were not profitable on the farm, he-
causs the farmer did not give them a
lanced ration.
This balanced ration I8 not some
new-fangled scientifie notion gotten up
Iy agricultural papers, colleges and ex-
periment stations, but, just a plain,
everyday, common practical
rroposition, It is just giving the cow
what sho for the work she has
on hand, just as our grandmothers
gave us pork and beang—the pork fur-
nishing the carbohydrates and the
beans the albuminoids; just as they
give us hread and butter, the bread
furnlshing the albumoids, the butter
the ciarbohydrates: just as they give
us roust beef and potatoes, the besf
furnishing the flesh-formers, the pota-
toes the carbohydrates; just as they
Elve us a good old-fashioned New Eng-
land boiled dinner, which has in it
about everything vou ean think of—
some meat, potatoes, turnips, parsnips,
rabbage, carrots—all going to the right
spot—the cheapest and best  dinner
that & man can get at a restaurant,
